5 Times as Many Nashes 
To Be Delivered in Zone

Contracts calling for the delivery of five times the number of Nash 


automobiles in the Atlanta zone during the postwar years as in the | 


peak prewar years has already been signed, and Atlanta’s growth in 
the automobile world is creating a huge Nash zone office here that 
will place Nash-Kelvinator in full competition with Ford and General 


Motors. 

Three years ago there was no 
Nash Motors division office in At- 
lanta, and the transfer from Cher- 
lotte to the Atlanta zone office in 
August, 1942, signalized the first 
Nash move into the Atlanta area. 
The present company zone office 
is servicing the six southeastern 
states of the Atlanta zone. Post- 
war plans call for the operation 
of 88 dealers in the six states. 

The possibility of Atlanta pass- 
ing the one-million population 
mark within a few years through 
the planning and thinking of big 
interests in the north and south 
Was expressed by C. L. Alexan- 
der; formerly of Detroit, who now 
heads the Atlanta zone. 

Alexander announced Nash’s 
greatly enlarged plans for Atlanta 
and the southeast after the war 
that are based on the tremendous 


growth of his company’s business | 


in this area during the past three |

years. 


Between October, 1944, and last | 


May, the Atlanta zone showed the 
largest increase in sales of parts 
and accessories of any Nash zone. 
During May the Atlanta zone’s 
business was 239 per cent higher 
than in May, 1944.

“Where there was no office here 
at all three years ago, business 
has skyrocketed so high since the 
war that the Atlanta zone is now 
the largest in the Nash setup and 
the trend is still climbing.

A roosting man, who perches 
high on tree limbs and runs like 
a turkey, has residents on the 
Douglasville road, in Cobb county, 
acog, and is causing the Cobb 
county police no end of worry.

Georgia highway construction 
and maintenance projects totaling 
approximately $5,000,000—and ap- 
proved by the War Production 
Board as essential—will be let to 
contractors within the next two 
months for completion this year.

Auto Firms Eye City 
As Expansion Pivot

DETROIT, June 25.—The automobile industry plans to invade the! noon from Washington and Ore- 


facturing and distributing center.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 25.—(UP)—A historic charter, 
dedicated to “save succeeding generations from the scourge 
of war,” was adopted by the United Nations Conference to- 


night in a ceremony replete with pomp and color. 
The charter, wrought by the del-} 


sion, creates a new organization to 
keep the peace and endows it 
with power to crush aggression. 
The final draft was adopted only 
a few hours after President Tru- 
man arrived here by air for his 
address tomorrow—the final day 
of the conference, when all na-

000-word document that sets up 
the new machinery which is to 
function not only to banish war, 
but to improve the living condi- 
tions of men everywhere. 
CHARTER SIGNING 

All that remains before this con- 
ference is adjourned is the formal 
ceremony of signing the charter in 
its five official languages and the 
windup address by Mr. Truman. 
He is scheduled to speak between 
6 and 7 p. m. (Atlanta time) Tues- 
day, presumably after the dele- 
gates have affixed their signatures 
to the document. A line will be 
left for Poland’s signature. 

The conference held its next-to- 
last meeting with the flags of the 
United Nations backgrounding the 
stage and the Hollywood kleig 
lights bearing down from the gal- 
leries and side walls. Lord Hali- 
fax, chief of the British delegation 
and one of the four conference 
presidents, presided. 

Charter approval was merely a 
formality and a foregone conclu- 
sion. The document that pledges 


‘the signatory nations “to save suc- 


ceeding generations from the 
scourge of war” must be ratified 
by 28 nations, including the Big 
Five, before it becomes operative. 
CHARTER HAS TEETH 

Unlike the old League of Na- 
tions’ covenant, this chartermhas 
teeth in it. Dedicated to the pehce- 
ful settlement of internatidnal dis- 
putes, it realistically provides for 
an international air force to keep 
the peace and for the apportion- 
ment of troops from the signatory 
nations to see that aggression is 
quickly quelled. 

It also establishes a new inter- 
national court of justice to suc- 
ceed the old one at The Hague. 
It establishes a trusteeship com- 
mission to deal with dependent 
peoples and promises them self- 
government when they are ready 
to assume the burdens. It also 
has provisions for a social and 
economic’ council whose purpose 
will be to better the lot of man- 
kind in every nation. 

The accent in this charter is on 
the “peaceful settlement” of in- 
ternational disputes. It gives to the 
sécurity council of 11 members, 
on which the Big Five will have 
permanent seats, the powers to at- 
tempt settlements by = peaceful 
means. But it also gives the coun- 
cil the arms and men if it finds 
that only force can quell force.

AGAIN REPRIMANDED 

“No human could possibly carry 
on at that speed and the cadet was 
again reprimanded for not work- 
ing fast enough. 6 

“The M. P. private then dismiss- 
ed the guard and commanded the 
boy to stand at attention with the 
sledge at his side, which he did. 

“He was then smashed across 
the jaw with an M. P.’s club which 
raised a welt on the left side of his 
face about as big as a fist and 
which knocked the fillings out of 
his teeth. He was knocked down 
and upon arising he was again 
knocked down and smashed into 
unconsciousness and beaten around 
the shoulders, arms and legs.

Lend-Lease 
Going to Reds 
In Siberia 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—(f) 
The United States is sending lend- 
lease aid to Russian Siberia be- 
cause Red army troops there are 
pinning down strong Japanese 
forces across the Manchurian bor- 
der, it was disclosed today. 

Foreign Economic Administra- 
tor Leo T. Crowley told the House 
Appropriations Committee récent- 
a that lend-lease aid to European 

ussia has been halted, but that 
the shipments to Siberia will con- 
tinue so long as they aid the U. S. 
war effort—whether or not Russia 
fights Japan. 

Crowley said, “Lend-lease aid is 
being continued to the Soviet Un- 
ion as long as, and to the extent 
that, in the opinion of the Presi- 
dent and his highest military and 
strategic advisers. it is of military 
advantage to the United States. 


RUSSIA’S ENTRY 


“The possibility of Russia’s en- 
try into the war against Japan acts 
to pin down in northern Man- 
churia large numbers of Japanese 
troops which might otherwise be 
diverted against the American, 
British, Chinese and other Allied 
forces in the Asiatic theater. Rus- 
sia’s entry into the war against 
Japan would undoubtedly help to 
shorten the war and .save ‘thou 
sands of American and other Al 
lied lives.” 

The committee recommended

The enemy broadcast, without 
any confirmation from _ Allied 
sources, said about 300 troops had 
gone ashore on the 25-sqtare mile 
island which lies only a few miles 
off Halmahera, major island in the 
Molucca group.

Meanwhile, Tokyo finally ad-

Bombers and fighters from the 
air commands of both Gen. Mac-

in the latest assaults over the Jap 
empire which were made against 
opposition apparently so light that 
only seven Japanese planes were 
shot down or damaged. 

Among the areas struck in the 
assaults on Saturday, Sunday and 
yesterday were Borneo, Formosa, 
the Japanese homeland, the Philip- 
pines,, the Kuriles, the Marshalls, 


the Sakishimas and the Palaus—a 
series of targets spread over a 
5,000-mile stretch of the western 
Pacific. 

U. S. air installations at Okin- 
awa were slightly damaged Sun- 
day in four small enemy air raids, 
Two Japanese planes were shot 
down. Army and Marine planes 
raided the Sakishima islands 
southwest of Okinawa. 


A single American bomber de- 
stroyed four small Japanese ships 
and damaged 11 others off south- 
west Borneo, it was disclosed as 
Gen. MacArthur announced contin: 
ued attacks by Allied ground, air 
and naval forces against Japanese 
troops and defenses on the big 
island. 

A Marine patrol bomber at- 
tached to the U. S. Seventh Fleet 
sank a power schooner and three 
small freighters Saturday off the 
Pontianak area of southwest Bor- 
neo. With bombs and gunfire it 
damaged seven additional small 
freighters and four river vessels. 

The U. S. Fifth and 13th Air 
Forces of Gen. George G. Ken- 
ney’s Far Eastern Air Forces sent 
150 bombers and fighters against 
the Borneo east coast oil port of 
Balikpapan, which Tokyo said was 
being menaced by an invasion. 
Japanese supply and fuel dumps 
also were set afire along Borneo’s 
northern coast. 

Japan said her civilians were be- 
ing evacuated from the Balikpapan 
area.

Truman Gives 
Vets Promise 


Of Good Care 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 25—~— 
(UP)—President Truman 


today 
reassured: American veterans of all 
wars they are not forgotten men. 
The President used a two-hour 
plane stopover in Portland to visit 
the Veterans’ hospital and chat 
with dozens of men personally and 
speak extemporeneously over the 
public address system to hundreds 
more on the hospital lawns. 


Many thousands of Portlanders 
waved and cheered the President 
on his 22-mile ride through flag- 
bedecked streets but it was to the 
veterans he carried a warm per- 
sonal message based on his own 
service as an artillery captain in 
the First World War. 

“We are trying now to reorgan- 
ize the Veterans’ Administration 
along modern lines,” Mr. Truman 
said, “and it is no reflection on 
the head of the Veterans’ Bureau 
who is going out. But we want a 
man who fought in this war...a 
front line soldier ... and I think 
we have that man in Gen. (Omar) 
Bradley. 

“We are going to try to give the 
veterans the treatment to which 
they are entitled, but I want also 
to bring it home to the veterans 
that they are citizens of the United 
States just as I am. They are 
fighting for a principle. Now they 
want to come back here and put 
that principle into effect by being 
first class citizens themselves, just 
as we did after the other war.” 

Then the President added: “In 
the next generation the veterans 
of this war are going to run this 
country—they fought to save it; 
now they want to fight to main- 
tain it, and that is their duty.” 

It was his first visit to a veter- 
ants’ hospital since becoming Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Truman arranged it 
by a stopover on his flight from 
Olympia, Wash., where he has 
been vacationing a week with Gov. 
Mon C. Wallgren, to the San 
Francisco United Nations ‘Confer- 
ence.

Strikes Clog 
Output; Keep 
78,620 Idle

With 78,620 workers idle over 
the nation in labor disputes, an 
AFL-CIO jurisdictiona] dispute in 
Detroit threatened to extend last 
night to another 9,000 persons. 

Three hundred factories might 
be forced to close within a few 
days after extension of the work 
stoppage to embrace a total of 
38,000 CIO maintenance workers, 
employed in keeping machinery 
and plants in running order. 

Almost thirty thousand Detroit 
workers have been idle in the con- 
troversy over whether AFL or 
CIO skilled workers should be em- 
ployed in reconversion work at 
automotive plants. Includ in 
this mumber were 22,000 at the 
Packard Motor Car Company, 
7,500 at the Budd Wheel Company 
and 145 at Chrysler Corporation. 
OTHER DETROIT STRIKES 

Other thousands were away 
from their posts in several De- 
troit strikes—2,000 at Fofd Motor 
Company’s River Rouge plant; 
6,500 at Stinson Aircraft; 975 at 
Aeronautical Products Corpora- 
tion; 700 at five lumber companies, 
and 100 at Hudson Motor Car 
Company. 

In Chicago, where a truck strike 
has been in progress since June 16, 
the ODT manager of 1,700 seized 
lines announced the dispute might 
be ended “any hour.” Ellis. T. 
Longnecker, the manager, said 
movement of goods was close to 
the pre-strike normal.

The Viennese are awaiting the 
prospect with outspoken joy. To- 
night it was the chief topic of 
conversation in the foyers of the 
Austrian capital’s theaters, open 
again in all their splendor. 

Hundreds of Viennese, spotting 
American flags on this correspond- 
ent’s jeep, rushed up to ask: 
“When are you coming?” 

In Rome, it was learned Ameri- 
can and British occupation troops 
May assume zones in Vienna and 
Austria within three weeks. 

Radio announcements that An- 
glo-American forces will take part 
in Vienna’s occupation, under total 
Russian control since April 10, 
have spread like wildfire and the 
people hung close to their radios 
listening for further word from 
American and British stations. 

The city now operates under a 
provisional government approved 
by Russian occupation forces, with 
Social Democrats and Communist 
party leaders sharing cabinet 
posts under Chancellor Dr. Karl 
Renner. 

Vienna’s expectancy has been 
stirred by the sight of other Amer- 
icans in uniform, in the city un- 
officially. But these American 
Army men are unable to say how 
the official three-power control 
plans will operate. 


The Viennese are firm in state- 
ments that they hate the Nazis, 
fought them and now consider 
Austria a liberated land. They are 
digging out of the wreckage left 
by American air raids, Russian 
and German shelling and German 
vengeance. 

Famed St. Stephan’s cathedral, 
in the heart of Vienna, was set 
fire by the Nazis as they retreat- 
ed. The outer walls still stand, 
“but men and women went 
through the streets crying open- 
ly and without shame as the news 
spread that St. Stephan’s had been 
destroyed,” one Viennese said. 

When the Russians entered the 
city, others said, the Viennese 
“ran into the streets and threw 
their arms around the Red army 
soldiers.” 

The ,city now is one of startling 
contrasts. Food is scarce but 
coarse, dark bread—good but tire- 
some—is cheap. On the other 
hand, there is a flourishing black 
market in Karlsplatz despite daily 
attempts by Russian and Austrian 
police to stamp it out.

In February, 1942, as chief 
of the trial section of the U. S. De- 
partment of Justice, he put up a 
three-year legal battle to land 
Laura Ingalls, the famous aviatrix, 
in the federal penitentiary as a 
Nazi propaganda agent.

The 27-vehicle convoy transport- 
ing a 500-ton collection of shot- 
down Japanese equipment, is 
scheduled to roll into Atlanta early 
this afternoon. 


Sixty combat veterans and a de- 
tachment of 43 WACs tomorrow 
will begin erecting the five-acre 
exhibit, the largest of its type in 
the country.

This Army Air Forces’ show, en- 
titled “Shot From the Air,” opens 
a three-day appearance Friday at 
the Henry Grady Field at Tenth 
street and Boulevard. (The field 
adjoins Boys’ High and Tech High 
schools.) Two enemy planes, which 
are in flying condition, are in- 
cluded in the display of 10,000 
items. 

Features of the free, captured 
enemy equipment exhibit which 
will offer incentive to war bond 
sales are: Rides in the Link train- 
er and in the miniature on-the- 
ground airplane with which the 
Army trains pilots in blind flying. 
To take these rides the spectator 
must buy a $50 bond.

Georgia farmers, who lead the 
nation in the production of wa- 
termelons, face “serious trouble” 
in getting their melons shipped 
from the state in the next two 
weeks and, subsequently, a “tre- 
mendous” loss in money, accord- 
ing to Walter R. McDonald, 
chairman of the Georgia Public 
Service Commission. 

The situation will come 
crux when large 
peaches get under way soon. - 

Predicting a loading “holiday” 
on melons before this week is 
out, McDonald yesterday said “it 
looks impossible to move the crop 
for the next two weeks.” 

“The farmers,” he continued, 
“stand to lose tremendously.” 

One result probably will be 
that Georgia markets will be 
flooded with melons, resulting in 
a reduction in prices. 
APPEALS TO WASHINGTON 

McDonald, who has appealed to 
Washington for help in obtaining 
more ventilated railroad cars, 
said a recent statement by T. M 
Healy, local head of the car serv- 
ice division of the American As- 
sociation of Railroads, “does not 
reflect the true state of the con- 
dition.” 

Healy had said the railroads 
would be able to accommodate 
Georgia’s watermelon crop. 

McDonald wired Warren C. 
Kendall, of the Association of 
American Railroads in Washing- 
ton: “Advised watermelon grow- 
ers experiencing difficulty in se- 
curing supply of ventilator and 
stock cars for melon loading. 
Would appreciate your assistance 
in hastening return of ventilator 
equipment to southern lines to 
protect movement this perishable 
crop.” 

“EVERYTHING BEING DONE” 
Kendall wired back, in part: 
“Everything possible being done 

to assist southeastern lines to pro- 
vide adequate car supply to pro- 
tect watermelon loading. We are 
following vigorously all roads in 
the eastern and western territories 
for prompt empty return, not only 
all vents but stock cars previously 
loaded with melons.” 

McDonald sent this communica- 
tion to Col. J. Monroe Johnson, na- 
tional director of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, from whom 
he has had no reply: 

“IT am advised that the water- 
melon growers within Georgia are 
experiencing difficulty in securing 
ventilator and stock cars for load- 
ing of watermelons. The peak of 
the melon shipping season is now 
approaching and unless the equip- 
ment is available much of the crop 
will be left in the growers’ fields 
to waste... .”

SABOTEURS READY? 

Japanese home guard combat 
units have been instructed by the 
Emperor to die fighting to the last 
man or to commit suicide in event 
of an American invasion of the 
homeland, Radio Tokyo said. 

One of the duties, a booklet 
said, would be to protect the coun- 
try against “subversive elements,” 
which raised the possibility some 
elements in opposition to the Japa- 
nese military government might 
be in existence and waiting for a 
chance to strike. 

These orders were issued in a 
manual of combat instructions de- 
tailing the organization and duties 
of various units of the home 
guard. The manual was summar- 
ized by radio Tokyo in broadcasts 
heard by the FCC. 


- Previous manuals have instruct- 
ed the Japanese on how to fight 
tanks by hand, how to meet a 
paratroop invasion and _ similar 
battlefield subjects. 


The current booklet laid great 
stress on .the fact that combat 
units of the peoples volunteer 
corps, the Japanese version of the 
home guard, would be “under the 
personal command of the Emperor 
as armed forces of the imperial 
fighting services.” 

Under the Japanese system of 
Emperor worship, this is the 
strongest injunction that could be 
made to the home guard to die 
to the last man in attempts to 
repel an invasion. 


SIX-MILE LUZON PUSH 


American infantry, moving 
northward in the Cagayan valley 
of northern Luzon have advanced 
another six miles to within four 
miles of Tuguegarao, Cagayan 
province capital, and Japanese 
forces in the valley now are 
“thoroughly trapped,” a commu- 
nique disclosed today. 

Tuguegarao was captured by 
American-led Filipino guerrillas 
last week, and since then they 
have clung to the area against 
vicious counterattacks. 

Latest gains of the southern 
column, Maj. Gen. Robert S. 
Beightler’s 37th Division Infantry, 
brought them to within 44 miles 
of a junction with other Ameri- 
can troops, including units of the 
llth Airborne Division, pushing 
southward down the valley from 
the Aparri area. 

Gen. MacArthur said the north- 
ern column is “pushing down” 
the valley, but did not give the 
extent of their advance. : 

Tokyo claimed that its “suicide” 
planes were continuing to attack 
American shipping off Okinawa 
and said that on Thursday and 
Friday they sank three carriers, 
two battleships, three cruisers, a 
destroyer and three ships of un- 
identified category. Nimitz, in a

New Bomb 
Hikes Perils 
To Jap Cities 


DETROIT, June 25.—(UP)— 
Production was ordered tonight 
on an incendiary bomb designed 
to burn out vast sections of the 
Japanese homeland. 

Chrysler Corporation announced 
that it would begin output in 
Evansville, Ind., of a flame-throw- 
ing bomb which can be stepped 
up to 28,000,000 torches in a sin- 
gle 500-bomber Superfortress raid 
against the enemy. 

Sweeping devastation of enemy 
cities was pictured by K. T. Keller, 
Chrysler president, as he described 
experiments showing how a given 
target could be blanketed in flame 
within a few seconds. 

He said a single bomb, weighing 
10 pounds, throws off 10 globules 
of flaming oil. These bombs are 
combined in clusters of 38 and 
are dropped from bombers as 
500-pound missiles. 

The clusters are released a few 
hundred feet from the target, free- 
ing 1,400 oil torches with each 
bomb. A Superfortress carries a 
load of 37 clusters—or 56,000 
torches. 

Keller said that on 500 bomber 
raids, 28,000,000 balls of searing 
oil would be distributed over a 
target. The Army plan, he said, 
shows that the small fires produce 
one great blaze capable of wiping 
- miles of area vulnerable to 
ire.

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Argentina Refuses To Co-operate 


Assistant Secretary of State William L. 
Clayton yesterday told a senate subcom- 
mittee that Argentina has failed to elim- 
inate a single case of suspected German 
economic penetration. 


Other South American nations have co- 
operated wholeheartedly in stamping out 
Nazi efforts to transplant their doctrines 
to this hemisphere, Clayton told the com- 
mittee which is studying German plans 
for a third world war. But although Ar- 
gentina knows of 104 companies which-are 
centers of espionage or other aggressive 
Fascist activity, no steps have been taken 
by the Farrell regime to eliminate them. 


Mr. Clayton’s disclosures must have 
been particularly embarrassing to the 
State Department in view of the fact that 
it was mainly its intervention which got 
the Argentine admitted to the World Se- 
curity Conference. 

Evidence continues to accrue that Fas- 
cism is increasing rather than decreasing 
in Argentina. ; 


‘the Nazi government. 


The token release of a few political 
prisoners has been more than offset by 
renewed application of the most despi- 
cable type of censorship. Arrests for the 
most paltry of reasons continue. Gestapo 
tactics are the order of the day. Argen- 
tina’s present government, in short, is to- 
talitarianism at its worst. \ 


How much longer other American na- 
tions will countenance this dangerous sit- 
uation in the Argentine remains to be 
seen. It is now apparent that nation is 
content to remain a breeding ground for 
Fascism, that it never had the slightest 
intention of carrying out commitments set 
forth in the Act of Chapultepec wherein 
it pledged itself to fuller inter-American 
co-operation along democratic lines. 


We must eradicate every remnant of 
If the Argentine 
will not co-operate by denying refuge to 
the Hitler gang, then we will be forced 
to resort to more direct tactics. 


Rural Electrification Progress 


It has been announced by the Georgia 
Power Company that 500 miles of new 
electric lines will be built by the com- 
pany to serve 2,500 farms. Work will be- 
gin immediately. This is important and 
good news. 


The company now serves an approxi- 
mate 65,000 customers on farms and in 
rural communities. 
with 36.6 per cent of her farms in rural 
electrification. North Carolina is second 
with 35.7 per cent. Georgia is third with 
34.2 per cent, all other southeastern states 
trailing. Georgia’s percentage is in com- 
bination with the REA co-ops, of which 
there are 23 in the state, a great majority 
of them having been organized through 
the Georgia company. The thousands of 
rural homes with electricity, but not co-op 
members, are served directly by the com-

pany, which was a pioneer in rural elec- 
trification. 

Another feature of the report is of in- 
terest. It states that during the war thou- 
sands of applications have been received 
from farms requesting power. Additional 
lines are planned as soon as the war econ- 


“omy permits construction. 


Electricity on farms has been, and will 
continue to be, one of the great factors in 
keeping people on the farm. It relieves 
farm people of some of the back-breaking 
labor which did not gerve to make farm 
life attractive. It brings to the farm many 
conveniences formerly restricted to cities. 
All in all, it is the greatest single boon to 
be brought to farm life. ° 

The fact that only 34.2 per cent of 
Georgia’s farms have electricity is not a 
comfortable fact, but it is a challenge to 
the future. 


A Problem of Concem to All 


Recurring instances of vandaiism over 
wide sections of the city are a cause for 
real concern on the part of the public at 
large. 


Juvenile delinquency as a term has un- 
fortunately become a trite and overworked 
phrase. But the fact remains that such 
malicious vandalism as has recently shock- 


ed the city is a manifestation of a wartime 
phenomenon which bodes ill for the future. 
The junior hoodlums who bragged that 
they would outdo Dillinger emphasize that 
point all too sickeningly. : 


It is a problem not for law enforcement 
officers alone. It is a problem for parents 
and churches and schools. 


Uncle Sam To Seek Out Tax Evaders 


More than a hundred special agents are 
being added to federal revenue offices in 


Georgia. 


These men are a part of the 11,000 addi- 
tional employes recently authorized by 
congress to aid the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau in checking activities of tax evaders. 


Augmenting of the staffs of special 
revenue agents was agreed upon after Sec- 
retary Morgenthau and President Truman 
called for a nationwide drive to locate and 
prosecute chiselers. 


The President, in indorsing Morgen- 
thau’s request for additional aid, said it 
would be “good business” for the govern- 
ment, that each agent would be able to 
uncover at least 20 times as much in un- 
paid taxes as his salary would be. 


Secretary Morgenthau best summed up 


the reason for a vigorous campaign when 
he told congress: “Every one of our 50,- 
000,000 taxpayers has a right to expect the 
tax cheat shall be brought to justice. Each 
of our 85,000,000 individual bondholders 
has the right to expect that our system of 
finance shall be kept sound. And those 
who have the best right of all to demand 
that the tax evader be run down and pun- 
ished are our millions of fighting men.” 


It is from these millions of fighting 
men, incidentally, that many of the re- 
cently recruited special agents are coming. 


_ Veterans’ organizations are making a spe- 


cial effort to interest discharged service- 
men in helping Uncle Sam catch up with 
tax-dodgers. 


They are admirably suited for the job. 
Certainly they will have no hesitancy in 
bringing to justice those who seek to evade 
their responsibility to their nation.

It stated there were 
25,000 British brides of American soldiers awaiting transportation 
to their husbands’ homeland. It stated further that transportation 
lack made it impossible to provide passage for more than 500 per 
month. And added that rate meant it would require 50 “years” 
to get them all over here. 

Of course, the estimate should read 50 months, which is bad 
enough, but not hopeless. And, inevitably, the transportation situa- 
tion will improve when the heaviest troop*movements and ship- 
ments of high priority war equipment begin to lessen. 

But that careless statement about 50 years doesn’t do anything to 
lift his depression, inasmuch as his wife is one of the 25,000 waiting 


for transportation.

After all, these 25,000 girls are the wives of 25,000 Americans 
who have served in their nation’s fighting forces, overseas, in man- 
ner which calls for every possible expression of gratitude by their 
country. And it does seem it is slightly poor expression of that 
appreciation of their service to make it more difficult than it need 
be for their wives to go through the official red tape involved in 
moving to their husbands’ home. 

When it comes to the final analysis, on what legal grounds can 
the State Department bar the legal wife of an American citizen 
from this country? Is it intended to separate families in some in- 
stances, or force American war veterans to chooge between wife 
and country? 

I have seen the outline of instructions sent from our embassy 
in London to these English wives of American servicemen, showing 
all the many things they have to do to secure their visas and trans- 
portation. They must, even, submit to physical examination. 

When all this U. S. red tape is added to the job of securing 
British passport and exit permit, it constitutes a mountain of 
difficulty. 

Shortage of transportation is understood. American husbands 
and families on this side will, undoubtedly, be patient about all 
such reasonable causes of delay. 

But it does seem to me there is a lot of unnecessary red tape.

WASHINGTON.—Congress appears to be all set to adopt Presi- 
dent Truman’s proposal for a new law of presidential succession, 
excepting only his suggestion that the voters be given a hand in 
the business by means of a special election. 

If they achieve control of the White House under the provision 
placing the speaker of the house and the president pro tem of the 
senate next in line after the president and vice president, the 
congressmen have no intention of endangering this ascendency by 
submitting it to the popular approval. 

Bills prepared by both Sen. Bridges, Republican, and Rep. Mon- 
roney, Democrat, would accept the President’s plan, all but the 
special election. 

Mr. Truman said that “no matter who succeeds to the presidency 
after the death of the elected president and vice president, he 
should not serve any longer than until the next congressional 
election or until a special election called for the purpose of electing 
a new president and vice president.” 

The argument advanced by the President in support of this 
proposal was that no man, not elected by popular vote of all the 
people, should hold the presidency longer than necessary to permit 
election of a successor. Another reason that he might have given 
is that presiding officers of the house and senate, selected mainly 
by seniority, often are old and feeble. ‘ 


. - . Three speakers, Rainey, Byrnes and Bank- 
Died in Office head, and one senate president pro tem, Pitt- 
man, have died in office during the past 11 years. During two years 
of Sen. Glass’ tenure of the latter office he’ never so much as at- 
tended a senate session. 

Sam Rayburn, the present speaker, is 63 and Sen. McKellar, 
president pro tem of the senate, who always has kept his age a 
profound secret, certainly is past 75. The average age of the last 
five speakers, at their assumption of the office, was 63, with Ray- 
burn the youngest. 

One way to give congress an escape from the antediluvianism 
inherent in its system would be to provide for election of a president 
by a majority vote in joint session of the two houses, the choice to 
be restricted to members of congress. 

This still would give the house a big edge, with 435 votes as 
against 96 for the senate, and also the speaker certainly would 
have a long head start if his colleagues regarded him as qualified 


for the presidency.

Another Angle in drafting the new law is the case of a presi- 
dent, still alive but physically incapable of performing the duties of 
his office. The constitution specifies that the vice president shall 
take over in event of the president’s inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of his office, but no means has been provided 
for determining when this condition exists. 

President Garfield lay disabled by an assassin’s bullet from July 
2 to Sept. 19, 1881, and President Wilson, as subsequently disclosed, 
was totally unable to function for many weeks after 4 suffered 
a paralytic stroke in September, 1919. | 

As disclosed by Mrs. Wilson in her autobiography she and the 
President’s physician, Adm. Grayson, actually made many important 
decisions given out in the name of her husband. 

One proposal for méeting a situation of this sort is to create 
a commission composed of the chief justice of the supreme court, 
the speaker of the house and the president pro tem of the senate, 
with power to act after receiving advice from another commission 
composed of the chief medical officers of the Army, Navy and public 
health service. 

As suggested, the three medical men first would have to agree 
unanimously that the President was incompetent.

That agreement did not specify 
how many posts in the reorgan- 
ized government were to be held 
by each party. It did not even 
specify which parties were to be 
represented. But both before Yal- 
ta and at Yalta there had been 
quite a bit of discussion among the 
Russians, British, and Americans, 
about the Polish parties and per- 
sonalities who might be considered 
eligible. 

After Yalta, the Russians appay- 
ently changed their minds—or al- 
lowed the Communist-dominated 
Warsaw government to throw 
gome monkey wrenches in the ma- 
chinery. But Harry Hopkins, in 
his talks with Stalin, succeeded in 
reviving the Yalta agreement. The 
first result is to be seen in this ap- 
parently successful conference of 
members of the Warsaw regime 
with other Polish democratic 
leaders. 


It should be kept in mind that 
this reorganized coalition is to be 
only provisional. By the Yalta 
agreement it must be “pledged to 
the holding of free and unfettered 
elections as soon as possible on the 
basis of universal suffrage and se- 
eret ballot.” The Yalta agreement 
said, furthermore: “In these elec- 
tions all democratic and anti-Nazi 
parties shal] have the right to take 
part and to put forward candi- 
dates.” 

These commitments are strong 
and broad. They were intended to 
assure elections approximating the 
kind which are held in the west- 
ern democracies. The real test of 
the Yalta agreement will be 
whether such elections are held. 


Before they are held, a number 
of questions will have to be set- 
tled: Whether the Red army is 
first to withdraw from Poland; 
whether, if the Red army remains, 
representatives of the western 
democracies are to be brought in 
to observe the election; whether 
the rank and file of Poles now in 
exile are to be allowed to vote.

NEW YORK.—tThe grand jury 
is a noble institution even though 
it sometimes is manipulated by 
politicians to reward and protect 
their friends and persecute their 
enemies. It has the right to ini- 
tiate investigations without the 
permission of the district attorney 
and, in a test, it might successfully 
defy the orders of the court. It 
can exclude the district attorney 
from its hearings if it decides that 
he is untrustworthy and, pointed- 
ly, several federal grand juries 
have a right just now, and I 
should say, a legitimate occasion,

Congress, too, has the power to 
investigate any matter which com- 
mands its attention, but the pri- 
mary purpose of congress is legis- 
lation, .and its investigations 
should be restricted to legislative 
matters or conditions which seem 
to require reform through legisla- 
tion. In the case of Elliott’s loan 
no act is pending which would 
justify an inquiry, and the laws 
already existing would seem to 
cover any conduct which might be 
disclosed by the testimony of all 
concerned. 

I have reason to believe that

Eleanor Roosevelt, herself, by At- 
lantic & Pacific as a radio com- 
mentator but were dropped by de- 
cision of Mr. Roosevelt.

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Britain 
To Turn on 


Exile Poles 


LONDON, June 25.—(UP)— 
Britain is expected to break off 
relations with the Polish exile gov- 
ernment shortly after the compo- 
sition of the new Polish provision- 
al government is announced to- 
morrow at Warsaw, and recogni- 
tion of the new regime will soon 
thereafter be forthcoming, prob- 
ably in a matter of hours. 

Premier Tomasz Arciszewski, of 
the exile government, and his 
supporters then will lose all diplo- 
matic status and become only pri- 
vate Polish citizens living as 
aliens in Britain. 

Arciszewski has announced he 
will issue a statement Tuesday 


outlining the course his group will | 


follow after it has been cast into 
political limbo. The statement is 
expected to include a final decla- 
ration by the intransigent London 
Poles that the exile government is 
the only legally constituted gov- 
ernment of Poland and that it in- 
tends to fight to the best of its 
ability in support of that claim. 


A British foreign office com- 


mentator conceded today that 
many difficult probleras will arise 
in liquidating the London Polish 
regime. The biggest is the fate 
of roughly 150,000 Polish soldiers 
in Britain, Italy and western Eu- 
rope who are loyal to the exile 
government. 

Some quarters estimate there 
are more than 1,500,000 civilian 
and military Poles in Britain and 
western Europe. Estimates of 
those willing to return to Poland 
under the new dispensation vary 
from 5 to 90 per cent, according 
to different political viewpoints. 

One indication of the extent of 
the problem was given by a Turk- 
ish home radio broadcast from 
Jerusalem, heard by BBC, which 
said that more than 1,500 Polish 
refugees demonstrated yesterday 
at Tel Aviv against formation of 
the new Polish government in 
Moscow. 

A spokesman for the refugees 
Was said to have sworn that they 
will not return to Poland unless 
the “complete independence” of 
their country is secured. 

Withdrawal of recognition also 
will mean the end of British finan- 
cial support for the Arciszewski 
government, which has been sub- 
sisting largely on British loans. 

The British, meanwhile, an- 
nounced that Sir Owen St. Clair 
O'Malley, former British ambassa- 
dor to Poland, has been appointed 
ambassador to Portugal to succeed 
Sir R. H. Campbell, who is re- 
tiring.

But that’s absolute 
nonsense. Unless I have a good 
majority it will be quite impos- 
sible to carry forward a steady 
government.”

Only the members of the immediate families will 
be present for the service, which will be read by Dr. Pierce Harris. 
The bride-elect’s sisters, Lillian and Lane, will be her bridesmaids, 
and the future groom’s brothers, Tom and Gladstone Cooley, will act 
as groomsmen. Margaret will wear the traditional white satin wed- 
ding gown and the exquisite Venetian lace veil which was brought 
from Venice by her grandmother, the late Mrs. Charles Winship Sr., 
for her aunt, Mrs. Charles Winship Jr., who wore it at her wedding. 

Margaret, who has been overseas with the American Red Cross, 
acting as staff assistant at Air Corps rest camps, first on Capri and 
then in Rome, met her fiance, who had lived all of. his life within 
20 miles of her native city of Atlanta, while she was on duty in 
Rome. He, an Army Air Corps sergeant, was taking*a much needed 
rest from his war duties. The romance flourished A a rapid pace. 
Their first consideration was to be married abroad,* but later Mar- 
garet and “Pem,” as his fiancee calls him, decided to wait until 
they returned to the States. Margaret’s steamer docked in New 
York on June 15, and shortly after arriving home she received a 
long-distance call from “Pem.” who reached Miami, Fla., by plane 
last Wednesday.

Serving as a hostess at a rest camp club meant being at the beck 
and call of each and every American in the area, her duties run- 
ning the gamut from sewing on a button to dancing endless hours 
with GI Joes. 

For two weeks during the time Margaret was stationed in Rome, 
Doris Duke was assigned to her camp. Doris’ job was to interview 
the servicemen and take them to the broadcasting station, where 
recordings were made of their experiences to be sent to their re- 
spective home-town stations for release. “Doris tried to be very 
democratic and serious about her work,’ Margaret recalls, “but her 
fame and wealth were a great handicap, She was something the 
boys just wanted to look at and admire from a distance.” 

Margaret confides that of her two posts, her very favorite was 
Capri, though she dearly loved the beauty and antiquity of Rome, 
where she could get a beautiful permanent wave for $2 (though 
she took her own hairpins, shampoo soap, and wave set lotion), but 
where a pair of shoes cost $60 in American money, and a cotton 
or crepe frock could not be had for love nor money. Cigarets, be- 
lieve it or not, were used for tipping, one cigaret being regarded 
as the equivalent of a nickel, two a dime, etc. Never could a whole 
package be given in exchange for service, no matter how opulent 
you felt at the moment, for it would straightway find its way to 
the black market and bring a fabulous sum. And that, of cour’e, 
was “verboten” in every sense of the word.

Fire Destroys 
Barnes Mill, 


«(Cobb Landmark 


MARIETTA, June 25—All the 
scrap paper collected by Marietta 
residents during the past three 
months was destroyed by fire 
night when flames demolished 
Barnes’ Mill, probably the oldest 
building in Cobb County. 

The mill, a two story frame 
structure, about two miles east of 
Marietta and at the foot of Black- 
jack mountain, was erected more 
than 100 years ago. For many 
years it was used as a grist mill, 


fa giant wheel being turned by 


waters from a nearby. creek. Lat- 
er the building was used as a.cof- 
fin factory, and at one time, old 
residents said, it was a knitting 
mill in which cotton hosiery was 
manufactured. 

It had been abandoned for many 
years and when the need for waste 
paper developed, Marietta citizens 
rented the building and placed 
their baling machinery inside. 

Several tons of baled paper and 
probably an equal amount of loose 
paper were destroyed. 

The inflammable contents of the 
building made such a bright blaze 
that it could be seen from all sec- 
tions of the city, and thousands 
of Marietta citizens raced to the 
scene, causing a traffic jam that 
required more than an hour for 
Cobb county police to untangle.
